Soil surveys we e bjg m 
in the 
United States in 1SJJ,' anJ by Juue 
30, 1906, according to .J. A. Boasteel, 
au aggregate of 113,636 square miles, 
oi 75,959,865 acies, had beeu mapped 
io 43 states 
and 
foui territories, 
this being about one twenty-fifth of 
the whole country and a little less 
than one tenth of the land actually 
in farms. 
Tho field work of survey 
consist in determining the texture, 
structure,quantity and distribution ot 
organic 
matter, 
internal 
natural 
drainage and topographic relief of 
the soils. Closely similar areas are 
classed in the same soil type, several 
types differing only in texture or 
degree of coarseness or fineness from 
a series, and several series of similar 
origin and climatic and other condi­ 
tions constitute a province. At present 
13 great soil provinces, 53 soil series, 
and 461 soil types have been recog­ 
nized. The 
Norfolk sand, a warm, 
porous soil adapted to truck crops, 
has been mapped over 2660 square 
miles in 34 areas of 14 Eastern Statos; 
and the Marshall silt loam, nearly 
all specially suitable for coin, has 
been mapped over 6126 square miles 
of 22 areas in 9 States—a great area 
beiug still unmapped.

through Dr. MoKendrick of the Uni­ 
versity- of Glasgow. 
Carbon tetrack- 
lorde, a colorless,

An estimate of March and November 
bird-food near Washington has shown 
,216,880 animal objects, and 2,107,­ 
810 seeds per acre in forest, and 13­ 
651,710 auimals and 33,822,745 seed 
per acre in meadows. 
One of thestraDgest as well as most 
costly articles of commerce is snako- 
venom, for which there is a growing 
demand 
in medicine 
and 
other 
branches 
of 
science. 
The 
supply 
comes from Australia, and a recent 
Sydney quotation placed the market 
price at 20 to 25 shillings per grain, 
or about $30,OJO per pound froy, no 
attempt seeming to have been made 
hitherto to distinguish between the 
poison of snakes whose bite is usual­ 
ly fatal and that from reptiles that 
seldom kill. 
Dr. Tidewell, of the 
New South Wales 
Health Depart­ 
ment, states that the venoms are now 
being classified. 
.Laboratory experi­ 
ments place the tiger-suake venom 
first, as it is 16 times as deadly ae 
that of the black snake 
and tour 
times as powerful as that from the 
brawu snake or the death-adder. In 
average yield at a bite, the death-ad­ 
der supplies three times as much as 
the tiger snake and 17 times as muoh 
as 
tho 
brown 
snake. 
Bo far the 
snakes have bean mostly captured by 
hand, to avoid loss of poison, and, at 
eveu greater personal risk, have b9eu 
held iu the hand while being enraged 
and made lo bite through a -rubber 
haul, ejecting upon a glass plate the 
venom from the two poison-faugs iu 
the upper jaw. 
Each snake has sup 
plied the material 
from one bite, 
averaging 
about 
a 
graiu. 
A new 
discovery is that tho supply in the 
fangs is renewed, and in the future 
snakes farmers may ‘m ilk’ the poison 
from well kept reptiles every two 
days for an iniofinite period. 
A serious risk of tuberculosis from 
pet birds is alledged by Dr. Tucker 
Wise of Moatreux, who records 
3:3 
cases of 
apparent 
infection, with 
other evidence Irom em.neat physi­ 
cians. 
The life of caged birds like 
canaries, 
pigeons 
and parrots—es­ 
pecially favors tuuberoulons disease, 
and the fluttering of their wings and 
the action of flie3 readily convey in­ 
fection 
to the family. 
As 400,000 
canary birds are sold in Englaud 
yearly, the influence upon 
public 
health is believed to bo important. 
Ants have been proven so sensitive 
to temparture, in late experiments 
of O. O. Silverlook, that they detect­ 
ed a change of a thirtieth of a degree 
centigrade. 
He thinks ultra-violet 
rays, 
which they avoid, appear 
to 
them a3 a color uuknown to huaiau 
beings. 
The “ Sylphon Kegitharm” of W. 
M. Fulton, of Knoxville, Tenn, is a 
novel kiud of heat moter, which ox 
pands and collapee3 through several 
inches, and is claimed to control the 
heat from a furnace more effectively 
than any electric thermostat, 
while 
iackiug the troublesome detects of 
the latter. 
The apparatus takes tho 
form of a vessel of flexible metal, 
with sides deeply folded, liko 
(hoso 
of a bellows, 
It 
is hermetically 
sealed, and contains a small quanti 
ty of volatile liquid, the vapcr of 
which, in expanding and contracting, 


giv63 a change in pressure of half a 
ponnd per square inch for every de­ 
gree of temperature 
As the end wall 
of the vessel has an area of 30 square 
inches, each degree of variation in 
the atmosphere changes tho internal 
pressure 15 pounds. 
This pressure of 
oue degree of heat lengthens the ves­ 
sel half an inch, and moves the con­ 
trolling dampers of tho heater four 
inches. 
The regulator cau be set to 
operate at any temperature between 
55 dog. and 80 deg. F. 
The ears of birds are beiug special­ 
ly studied by W. P. 
Pycraft, at tbe 
South Kensington Museum, as a re­ 
sult of tho curious 
discovery 
of 
Charles Whymper, the British artist. 
Tire ears usually behind the eye, b it 
the snipe has be9n kuo.vn to have the 
opening just beneath the eve,and now 
it is found that the woodcock has the 
aperture below and in frout of tho 
ey9. 
It is further noted that the 
opeuiug on one side of the head is 
considerably larger^than that on tbe 
other 
side, 
slightly 
difforeufc 
iu 
shape, and somowhat farther forward. 
The snow load of roofs, which has 
been 
lately investigated by B. de 
Prerrot of Neveu'oorg, 
Switzerland, 
proves to be a very dense mass after 
repeated falls, followod by tbawiug 
and freezing. 
in sevoral instances 
the weight was 36 to 33 pounds per 
cubic foot and the thickness 21 to 32 
inches—thus giving a load of 70 to 
100 pounds per square foot, which is 
three or four times tho usual calcu­ 
lation.

TAX RATE THROUGHOUT 


THE STATE FOR 1907 


A despatch from Washington, D. 
C., says the Navy Deparmeut is con. 
sidering tbe matter of sending from 
the East the necessary labor to make 
repairs to the battleship fleet when it 
roaches the Faciflc Coast, owing to 
the reported soarcity of labor here.

The State Controller’s olfice has 
compiled and will issue shortly tho 
annual sheet of assessment and tax­ 
ation figures, which includes amorg 
other things, the oounty tax rate for 
every county in tbe state. 
In tho 
following table appears the inside and 
outside tax rate ot all the counties 
with the exception of Imporial which 
has not yet beeu reported otfiuialiy. 
By inside rate is meant tho county 
tax rato (not iooluding state tax) 
which is paid inside of incorporated 
towns and cities; by outside rate is 
meant the conDty rate ontside 
of 
such incorporated places. 
Although in most counties tbe road 
tax is 40 cents, there are counties in 
whioh a larger aggregate of road taxes 
is paid in the incorporated districts; 
thus Los Angeles pays 60 oeDts road 
tax and Santa Cruz pays an equal 
amount. In one or two other counties 
the aggregate of road taxes is 50 cents. 
Most of the counties have a larger 
tax rate than last year, although in 
all but two counties the assessment 
roll 
was increased. 
Indeed, 
there 
are only sixteen out of fifty-seven 
counties iu which the outside rate is 
□ot higher in 1907 than it was in 1906. 
These sixteen are Alameda, Del Norte 
Fresno, Mariposa, Mendocino, Mer­ 
ced, Napa, Placer, Sacramento, San 
Bernardino, 
Ban Diego, Stanislaus, 
Tehama, 
Trinity, 
Tuolumne 
and 
Tuba. 
One reason 
for 
increased 
taxes 
which applies to a number of coun­ 
ties is the necessity of repiacining 
bridges and roads which were de­ 
stroyed in tho great storms of la3t 
winter.

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Compared With Other Counties. 


We publish iu another colum n a 
statem ent com piled io the state con­ 
troller’s offloe, snowing the tax rate 
in - the 
respective counties for the 
year 1907. 
The figures give only the 
total levy for county purposes, and 
do not include the levy for state pur­ 
poses. 
These statistics are al ways an 
inteiesing study. 
The people of each 
county want to know how their gover­ 
nm ental 
expenses 
compare 
with 
their sister oonnties. 
Do we manage 
to get along in the housekeeping bus­ 
iness as econom ically as our neigh­ 
bor! 
Does it take more or less per 
oaplta tax to m aintain oar|local estab­ 
lishm ent than other com m unities that 
are sim ilarly situated. 
A critical e x ­ 
am ination of the list awakens sur-_ 
prise in several respects. 
The lowest 
rate, for instance, is in Saoramento 
couuty, ^wbich carries otf the banner 
with a levy 81.015: 
Contra Costa, 
Marin and 
Yolo 
come next, with 
11.105. 
The heaviest rate is in Mono 
ooonty, 
with 82.555 just 81 
more 
than Amador 
county. 
N ext comes 
Madera with 82.355, and Yuba with 
82.255. 
There are fourteen counties, 
out of a total of 57 in the state, with 
a higher tax rate than Amador. 
These 
are 
A lpine, 
Butte, 
Lake, Madera, 
Mariposa, Mono, Ban Diego, Santa 
Cruz, Shasta, Sierra, Solano, T rinity, 
Ventara and Yuba. 
There are six 
oonnties having the 
same rate as 
Amador, namely, Inyo, E l Dorado, 
Plum as, San Benito, 
Santa Barbara, 
and Talare. 
This leaves 35 connties 
w ith a less rate than Amador. 
The difference in the table publish­ 
ed elsewhere between the inside and 
ontside 
rates, 
shows 
the amount 
levied in the respective counties foi 
road purposes. 
A few of the oountib6 
have a t incorporated towns, and in 
these of oourse the inside and ou t­ 
side ligares are the same, and hence 
the amount levied for road purposes 
is not revealed. 
There are only seven 
oonnties in this list. 
Owing to the 
severe storms of last winter, involving 
the wreck-of bridges and the tearing 
up of the roadbeds far beyond the or 
dinary, the 
road taxes throughout 
the state were expected to be abnor­ 
m ally 
high. 
And this expectation 
is fulfilled probably beyond all pre­ 
cedent. 
Sacramento county 
enjoys 
the distiction of getting along with 
the low est road tax, 20 cent. 
Kern 
com es next, with 25 cents. 
Only lb 
counties m issed the opportunity of 
putting the road tax below the lim it 
of 
40 cents. 
Twenty-one connties 
reachod the lim it. 
Eleven exceeded 
the lim it, These are Amador, Lake, 
Los Angeles, Merced, Riverside, San 
Bernardino, San Diego, San Mateo, 
Tulare, 
Tuolum ne and Sierra. 
Cl 
these high graders, in only two in ­ 
stances is the Amador rate of 52 cents 
eclipsed. 
These 
oonnties are 
Los 
A ngeles and San D iego, with 60 cents 
each, 
i t would be absured to com ­ 
pare the conditions 
in these 
two 
oonnties with Amador. 
Los Angeles 
is fa ll of incorporated cities, and is 
notable for the excellent oharacter of 
her roads. She takes a pride in keep­ 
ing her highway up to a high state oi 
efficiency; more 
so 
probably than 
any other county in the state. 
They 
have som ething substantial to show 
for the heavy outlay. 
Her 
m ileage 
is far greater than that of our own 
county, and the cost of maintenance 
falls exclusively on the country d is­ 
tricts. 
It is not to be wondered at, 
therefore, that her managers boost 
the tax rate up to absolute lim it— 
w ith 40 cents for regular levy, and a 
special of 20 ceuts for main through- 
fares. 
San D iego has a vast territory 
to cover, and the tax falls ou sparely 
settled districts. 
A ll things consid­ 
ered, Amdor is entitled to the palm 
for the heaviest road taxe». 
If to 
this could be added the best kept 
highways, it would be som e consola­ 
tion. 
But we must draw the line on 
that proposition. 
The inference does 
not hold good by a long shot.

□eighbors for maintenance they could 
do better in other sections, because 
the settlers in vicin ity of the reserve 
are and have been for years, pestered 
alm ost beyond endurance 
with the 
beggars of the D igger tribe. 
How 
ever , we are pleased to state that tbe 
lot of those rem aining is improved 
to what it used to be. 
They have 
cultivated a nice garden and raise 
considerable of 
wbat they need in 
the way of food stuff. 
The govern­ 
ment has made no better provision 
for maintenance than in years past, 
in fact there is practically no appro­ 
priation for rations, so the wards of 
tbe nation must shift for them selves— 
hant their own living. 
T his is all 
right for the vigorous among them 
bat for the aged and infirm its jars 
sadly with the obligations 
of the 
nation toward those 
in whose in ­ 
terest they have moved by ostensibly 
setting aside a borne where they are 
supposed to be taken oare of, in a 
manner befitting a generous govern­ 
ment.

The Climax of Nature's Irony In the 
Far North. 
The climax of nature’s irony In the 
arctic is the cotton plant, says the Cir­ 
cle. W herever cotton blooms, declares 
the miner, ice Is not far below. One 
may trudge for miles through fields of 
cotton, the white, silky tops swaying 
defiantly in tlie arctic breeze. 
The 
blossom is silky, dainty, illusive as the 
down of our own yellow dandelion. 
From the beginning of June on until 
August the tundra is white with the 
cotton plant. Unlike the cotton of the 
southern states, the fiber is short and 
soft, having more of the texture of silk 
than of cotton. 
The cotton plant will in all probabil­ 
ity some day be the means of develop­ 
ing an Alaskan industry giving em­ 
ployment to thousands. Today, howev­ 
er, the cotton fields are purely decora­ 
tive—a splendid sweep of immaculate 
bloom In a bleak, timberless landscape 
guarded by bills ever hung in veils of 
deepest purple. In great bouquets it is 
occasionally met in a miner's shack, 
while not a few housewives gather the 
cotton for pillow' filling. 
Throughout the cotton fields flowers 
bloom iu abnormal splendor, as be­ 
comes a country in which the sun 
shines continuously during summer’s 
voluptuous reign. It Is an intoxicating 
joy for thé flower hunter to gather 
great armfuls of purple larkspur, blue­ 
bells, monk’s head, primroses, sweet 
peas, beautiful purple aud red asters 
large as the most cultivated, lilies of 
the valley, baby breath, yellow arrow, 
sage rose, pink and white arctic gera­ 
nium, crimson rhododendrons and gi­ 
ant fireweed, all growing on the hill­ 
sides.
